POSTER'S OP EH ING ARGUMENT. 


Scathing and Fiery Denunciation of 
the Prisoner. 
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Washington, January 23J.—For every 
seat in the Court-room this morning there 
were at least ten clamoring applicants besieg­ 
ing every avenue of approach. The crush was 
greater than ever before. When the doors 
closed 1,000 people were left outside. 
THE ASSASSIN'S MAIL BAG. 
As soon as the Court opened Guiteau said : 
“ I spent yesterday in examining my mail. I 
had several hundred letters, many from 
ladies, and some were very tender, I desire 
to express my thanks to the ladies for these 
kind and tender letters. One letter suggests 
that President Arlhur give me a Cabinet 
office. Now I want to say that I would not 
take any office from President Arthur, and 
under the circumstances it would not be 
proper that 1 should accept one. Now in re­ 
gard to Judge Porter, I want to say, as hs is 
to have the closing of the case, that if he 
attempts to mislead the Ccnrt and jury. I and 
my counsel will stop him. He came into this 
case under a misapprehension on the part of 
General Arthur; otherwise he would not be 
in the case. He does not properly represent 
the Government. He only represents him­ 
self.” 
Judge Porter entered the Court-room 
Bhortly before the prisoner had delivered him­ 
self of this warning, and after a few maments’ 
delay he Btepped to the open space before the 
jury, and in tones which clearly betrayed his 
weakened condition, began the closing argu­ 
ment. 
POSTERS OPENING REMARKS. 
Said Judge Porter : “ If it please your 
Honor and gentlemen of the jury, in my own 
infirmity I share your fatigue. I will pro­ 
ceed as best I can to discharge my duty. The 
nature of this duty is such that I 
should feel that I were almost an 
accessory after the fact if I should 
fail to speak such words as I can to aid you 
in reaching a proper conclusion. Thus far 
the trial has practically been conducted 
by the prisoner and Scoville. 
Every­ 
one has been denounced at their will, 
and even now I am informed that I will 
be interrupted by them both.” 
Judge Porter then briefly recited the scenes 
of disorder, the abase and slander to which 
every one in the case had for two months 
been subject. “ And yet,” he said, “ of the 
three speeches which have been made by the 
defense, I will do the prisoner the justice to 
say that his was the least objectionable.” 
FERVID CONDEMNATION OF THE CRIMINAL. 
After sketching the circumstances leading 
up to the crime, and painting with fervid 
language the damning wickedness of its exe­ 
cution. Judge Porter turned his attention to 
the prisoner and proceeded to depict his char­ 
acter in the following terms : “ He is a beg­ 
gar, a hypocrite, a robber and a swindler ; a 
lawyer who never won a cause : no Court nor 
jury failed to see in him the dishonest rogue, 
and such men cannot win causes. He has 
left his trail of infamy in a hundred direc­ 
tions. This is a man who, as a lawyer, had 
such notions of morality that when he had 
taken debts to collect, and collected them by 
dogging the debtors, he kept the money ; a 
man who was capable of blasting the name of 
the woman with whom he had slept for years 
and still recognized as his wife ; a man who. 
when he had tired of this XvOman, pretended 
to be a Christian and a believar of the Bible, 
looked into the Book and read, ‘ Thou shalt 
not commit adultery,’ and then went out im­ 
mediately and committed adultery with 
street-walkers; a man who pushed himself 
into fellowship with Christian Associations 
as a follower of the Savior, when fresh from 
six years of foul fornication in the Oneida 
Community.” 
INTERRUPTIONS BY THE PRI80NER. 
Guiteau—That ought to choke you. 
As Judge Porter proceeded with a resist­ 
less torrent of denunciation, the prisoner oc­ 
casionally cried out, “ That’s a lie,” “ That’s 
absolutely false,” or “ That ain’t so.” 
Porter continued: Public justice de­ 
manded that the assassin sli '.uld never leave 
the dock save in the shackles of a sentenced 
felon. He who spared no one should not be 
spared. He spared not the good Garfield—he 
spared not the loving wife, who had once 
saved her husband’s life—he spired not the 
little mother noon who^e forehead his lips 
had rested on the 4th of March last, the kiss­ 
ing lips which had just before rested on the 
Book of God. This vile wretch, had he been 
free and unshackled—had he thought the in­ 
sanity plea would save him—had he had a 
bulldog pistol in his hand, would have shot a 
bullet through Judge Cox when he refused to 
permit him to speak : would have put a bul­ 
let through Da\ idge when he was denouncing 
him as a murderer. He wanted to know 
whether, on the day when juror Hobbs lost 
his beloved wife, when his home was dark­ 
ened with the shadow of death, if he would 
not, had it served his purpose, have shot 
Hobbs then and there—not from good-will to 
him, but from good-will to himself. Had he 
not, on more than one occasion, threatened 
the jury with “ removal” by that God whom 
he claimed as a partner? 
Passing in review the principal events of 
the prisoner’s life, Judge Porter showed up 
in all its hideous deformity the infamous bent 
of his nature Alluding to his dispute with 
his brother, John W. Guiteau, in Boston, 
when he struck the latter in the face, Judge 
Porter said : “ This was the first and last 
time that this coward ever strnck a blow in 
the face. His coward hand always strnck 
from behind.” 
HIS NOBLE VICTIM. 
After showing who and what was the mur­ 
derer, Judge Porter Dext described his victim, 
paying a glowing tribute to the character and 
services of the lamented President. He pro­ 
nounced a most touching eulogy upon his 
memory. 
The claims of the prisoner to be a praying 
man were then considered, and the hollow 
mockery of the claim shown. 
Guitean angrily shouted—“ I pray every 
night and morning and before every meal. 
If you did the same yon wonld be a better 
man. You wouldn’t be here looking up blood 
money.” 
FALSE PRATER AND EVIL INSPIRATION. 
Porter continued : “JThe prisoner says that 
he prayed for six weeks. Why, if he bad 
made up bis mind unalterably to murder the 
President on the 1st of June, did he still 
continue to pray down to the very act of 
murder ?” 
Guiteau—I prayed to see if God would let 
me off from killing him. 
“ Wbat was he praying for ?” continued 
Judge Porter: “ The man who claimed to 
have received a divine inspiration himself, 
prepares his defense in advance for an act to 
do which he was divinely inspired. 
INCONSISTENCIES AND COWARDICE. 
"A s » believer in inspiration he wonld 
himself alter the inspired bood and substitute 
for it a book of his own. That he did not 
shoot the President on the tiret occasion,” 
said Porter, “ was due to his coward heart. 
Had be d*ne it on that occasion he would 
have been torn to pieces, and he knew it. 
On this occasion the President was surround­ 
ed by bis Cabinet and his friends. His son, 
not yat strong, but who would have been 
urged at such a time with God-given strength 
to defend hi* father, was also by his side, and 
the assassin’* craven heart failed him, and he 
said. ‘ Not yet; at some other time.’ ” 
With graphic picturing Jnrige Porter then 
related the dogging of the President’* foot­ 
steps to the lictle church. 
The incidents or accidents on each occasion 
which befflsd President Garfield’s vuit to Sec­ 
retary Blaine’s boose, dogged by the ssssasin, 
ware vividly portrayed. 
FURTHER SCATHING WORDS. 
” It wa» m tight," Mid tit* ipeaksr, “ as 
dark as that night when Um devil first whis­ 


pered this crime in the tssassin’s ear. He 
lay in hiding in an alley. Why, with the in­ 
spired command of God relying upon him to 
kill the President, and with a pressure that 
would have made him do it if he died the next 
«“ “ te. any time after June 1st—why did he 
not kill him ? Because he thought he would 
do it eome other time. Because this politi­ 
cian thought he could become identified with 
stalwart Republicans. Because he thought 
he had so carefully laid the foundation for his 
defense against the crime, and for hie protec­ 
tion from mob violence, that he might safely 
commit the act in the light of day.” 
CUITEAU’S PISTOL PRACTICE. 
In regard to the incident ef Guitean prac­ 
ticing with a pistol at Riverside, Porter said : 
Who was it that was practicing, the Deity or 
the prisoner at the bar ? Who fired at those 
wires ? Who sent them swerving down as 
Garfield swerved? Woo hit them? Who 
fired twenty times in order to accustom him­ 
self to the noise of the report of the pista 1, 
to the end that it should Dot stun him when 
it murdered the President ? 
RESTRAINED BT NOTHING BUT COWARDICE. 
As to his being restrained from murder by 
the presence of Mrs. Garfield on one occasion, 
aDd that of two boys on another occasion. 
Porter remarked : There was no diabolism 
so complete on this side of the infernal re­ 
gions that it has not some remaining twinges 
of conscience, and yet he firmly believed this 
statement of the prisoner’s was as false as 
anything else he had said. He had been re­ 
strained by nothing bnt cowardice on all such 
occasions. He knew if he had murdered the 
President in hie wife’s presence, no military 
force could have prevented the people who 
were around from tearing him limb from 
limb, and on the occasion when the children 
were present they had come surrotmdtd by 
their friends and domestics. Those boys, 
though not strong, would on such an occasion 
have felt that their arms carried the power of 
the Almighty in defense of their murdered 
father. 
Porter also referred to the spirit of vanity 
which ms.de the prisoner chose a white-han­ 
dled pistol rather than a black one, that it 
might bear his name and fame “ thundering 
down the ages,” and be more conspicuous in 
the Patent Office. 
AT THE DEPOT. 
He rehearsed the scene at the railroad <le- 
jot, and srid that after Guiteau fired the 
mliet he turned to run. Bun where ? Bun 
to jail. He was careful in the very last mo- 
rneut of his own safety. H i held aloft his 
letter to General Sherman asking him to sum­ 
mon instantly to his (Gniteau’s) protection 
that military force which had not been pres­ 
ent to protect the murdered President. 
SCOVILLE INTERRUPTS. 
Scoville interrupted Judge Porter—I de­ 
sire to correct the speaker on the evidence. 
I do not find a single witoess who testified 
that the prisoner ran after firing. 
Davicge, with earneetne.-s, objected to the 
interruption. He believed it but the first of 
a series of interruptions intended to break 
the foica of the clasing argument. Counsel 
had no right to interrupt unless the speaker 
raad incorrectly. 
Judge Cox—We cannot have a runnmg dis­ 
cussion, and that is ju&t what this will lead to. 
Scoville—1 was interrupted one hundred 
and forty-seven times. I have done so but 
twice. I propose to test this question right 
here, if counsel persists in his misrepresenta­ 
tions. 
Davidge—Your Honor can at once see the 
object of this thiog, and it is for your Honor 
to decide whether the argument is to be given 
in its entirety to the jury, or whether it is to 
be split up in this manner. 
Judge Cox—You will proceed, Judge Por­ 
ter. 
FORTER CONTINUES. 
The ppaaker, after this iocident, continued 
by saying: “ I caonot in this argument even 
allude to Scoville or Beed, the count el on 
the other side of this ease. The prisoner 
looms so immeasurably above them that in 
making a close argument, I cannot even 
allude to them, except as it may be absolutely 
necessary. The evidence and papers pre­ 
sented here by General Beyuolds,” said Por­ 
ter, “ and among them the prisoner’s address 
to the American people, are sufficient to 
stamp him a cool, calculating and cold­ 
blooded murderer. These papers at one time 
could cot be found, either in the District 
Attorney’s or At'orney-General’s office, and 
neither of the counsel for the Government 
saw them until a day or two before General 
Beynolds took the stand ; but, thank God. 
the papers were found, and they are in evi­ 
dent'before you, and before I conclude I 
think I shall be able to show you that not 
ote of you could upon this evidence acquit 
this criminal unless you perjure your soul 
and assume your share of the responsibility 
for the murder of the lamented Garfield.” 
Guiteau—That’s all bosh. I’m very glad 
those papers are here. When the Attorney- 
General saw them he wouldn’t have any­ 
thing to do with this case. 
INSINUATION REPELLED. 
Judge Porter then explained at eome length 
tlie relations of counsel for the prosecution in 
this case, in reply, he said, to the frequent in­ 
sinuations of the prisoner and his counsel 
that he (Porter) and his associates were im­ 
properly influenced by the expectation of a 
money reward, and had entered into a con­ 
spiracy to execute the law and convict the 
prisoner. The District Attorney’s duties are 
plain, and his salary is fixed by law. It is 
simply §2,000 a year, aud fees in certain cases 
as prescribed by law. 
Guitean shouted—His office, oil told, is 
worth §7,000 a year, and yet he can’t pay his 
board bills. lie spends it all for wine and 
fancy women. 
Speaking of his own compensation. Judge 
Porter said that was a zuatter to be fixed and 
determined by the highest law officer of the 
Government, and whether the prisoner was 
convicted or acquitted would make no differ­ 
ence, if his full duty in this responsible case 
was performed.PAY OK WITNESSES. 
In reply to the broadcast imputation upon 
the Government witnesses that they were 
offered special inducemen’s by Colonel Cork- 
hill to come here and testify, Judge Porter 
said: “ Not one dollar can Colonel Ooikhill 
draw from the treasury except upon proper 
vouchers, certified according to law, and not 
a single witness has received one dollar more 
than the bare allowance provided by law.” 
IN COURT. 
This man had appealed to the Court to 
give him every right, every constitutional 
right, freedom of speech, perfect impartiality, 
which would consist in making all decis­ 
ions in his favor. He had been dictating 
to the Judge the charge which he pro­ 
posed the Judge should make to the jury. 
He had shown himself averse to sitting in 
the dock, which was disparagement to a law­ 
yer, theologian, politician, man of God, man 
of prayer, patriot—a man whose name is to 
go on through all ages. 
PROSPECT OF A DISAGREEMENT. 
Commenting on the intimations in the 
press that there would be a disagreement of 
the jury, he remarked : Counsel for the de­ 
fense wonld not claim that there shonld be 
an acquittal. Why not? Beciuee it would 
shcck all Christendom. So all the struggle 
of counsel for the defense had been to lead one 
of the twelve jurors to differ with his 
fellows. Mr. Beed had made it very 
evident. He thought there would be 
one, or perhapi two, ot the jurors, 
who would disagree with the others, and 
Scoville indicated pretty plainly that he 
thought so teo. He (Porter) did not believe 
it, and had not from the beginning supposed 
that any of them would not find a verdict 
according to the evidence? If there should 
be such a diviri m it would be very unfoi- 
túnate—unfortunate for sny interest that I 
can conceive of as an honest man. How 
would the case stand if there were euch a 
division of the jury ? It would stand thus : 
Here is a man who swears that he is gnilty, 
and here is a juror who says, “ I will swesr 
that he is no*-.” The prisoner call it assassinatioi 
over his own signature, and the jury says it 
is no assassination—oath to oath opposed. 
Prisoner, “ Gnilty.” Jurors, "N ot guilty.” 
Prisoner, "Sane.” Jurors, “ Insane.” The 
only consequence of that disagreement, gen­ 
tlemen, would be (under the charge which 
the Judge will deliver to yon) to caU the at­ 
tention, not ODly ot this country, bnt of man­ 
kind, to the only hnman being who is ready 
to stand by and shield the cowardly assassin- 
atioa of the President of the United 
States. Bnt what would be accomplished 
by it? Is it supposed that the Government 
is net strong enough to press the case to a 
conclusion ? It would defeat the purposes of 
this particular trial, end it would compel 
other twelve jurors to be prisoners, in their 
turn, as you have been in yonrs, to be held 
awav from their families and bnsineis, as yon 
have been held away from yours, aud to have 
so much cnt ont of their lives as has been cut 
out tf yours. And all this when the prisoner 
swears that he is guilty. I am dealing with 
the testimony, and I shall demonstrate it, 
clsu-e by clause. I will demonstrate that 
nnleas this prisoner is a liar, unworthy of 
belief, he is guilty. 
Judge Porter then addreeaed himself 
upon this subject with 
greet force 
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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
A W ill aud a Codicil. 
N ew York, January 23d.—Mary Cahill, 
of Newt. D, Doug Island, died recently, leav­ 
ing an estate valued at $100,000 By a will 
made in 1870 she distributed the property to 
several heirs-at-law residing in San Francisco 
and New York. She subsequently made a 
codicil revoking nearly all the bequests in the 
original wilL The matter will go to the 
Courts for settlement. 
Clarkson S. Potter Dead. 
N ew Y ork, January 23d.—Hon. Clarkson 
N. Potter died this morning. 
[Clarkson Nott Potter wa* a eon of the late 
Bishop Alonzo Potter, of the Protestant Episcopal 
Diocese of Pennsylvania, and a tfr&ndson of the late 
President Ehphalet Nott, of Uuion Coiletre, New 
York. He waa bom at Schenectady, N. Y , in 1825; 
graduated at Uniou Collece in 1842, and at the 
Kenaselaer Polytechnic Institute, Troy, N. Y., as a 
civil engineer in 1343. He practiced hia profession 
*8 a civil engineer in Wi conain for a few year*, then 
studied law and waa admitted to the bar of that 
ftate. He subsequently returned to New York, 
where he commenced practice in 1847. He imme­ 
diately took high rank at the bar ar.d gained a large 
and remunerative practice. He argued the causes in 
the United States Supreme Court in which the 
Legal Tender Act was declared to be unconstitu­ 
tional, and, when a rehearing of the case was 
ordered, he was selec'ed by Ihe Court to discuss the 
question. In 1872 the degree of Doctor ot Civil 
Laws was conferred upon him by Columbia College 
of New York His public service has been confined 
to Congrere. He was first elected as a Democrat to 
the Forty-first Congres*. re-elected to the Forty- 
second and Forty-tlii.d, aud declined an election to 
the Forty-fourth, but was again elected to the 
Forty fii'-h. He held a high position in Congress, 
and was esteemed one of the leaders of his party. 
Since the close of his Congressional career he has 
not been active in politics.)

GAUSfif TA’a CRISIS. 


'rhe political situation in France grows 
more serious, inasmuch as the programme 
of Gambetta has assumed a dictatorial aspect 
which has already caused much anger in 
the Chamber of Deputies. 
HÍ3 project 
for a revision of the Constitution has been 
reported upon by the committee to which 
it was referred, in a semi-hostile manner. 
The committee has indeed indorsed the 
idea of a Constitutional Congress, but it 
has rejected the pet measure of the Presi­ 
dent of the Council, namely the xcrutin ile 
lixte. A stormy controversy has also arisen 
over the powers of the proposed Congress. 
The position of the majority in the Cham­ 
ber seems to be th at it would possess 
sovereign powers, but Gambetta has taken 
the ground that it would be under the con­ 
trol of the Government. 
This is a very 
critical kind of dispute, aud of course it 
enables Gambetta’s opponents to insinuate 
that he is already showing absolutist ten­ 
dencies, and that be is becoming greater 
than the Government which made him. A 
suspicion of this kind is a very dangerous 
one to get abroad at such a juncture, and 
it may become necessary for Gambetta to 
abandon the « rutin de lixte, temporarily, 
at least, in order to vindicate himself. 
He 
is at present in a very delicate and oncer- 
tain position. 
He has sprung the question 
of constitutional revision upon a majority 
of whose tendencies he is practically igno­ 
rant. 
This question ha3 not been dis­ 
cussed before the 
people, and though 
Deputies no doubt have sufficient justifica­ 
tion for supporting it in the merits of the 
proposed changes, yet if they or any. of 
them should allege that their constituents 
had failed to ask for anything of the kind, 
or to express an opinion on revision, it 
would be inijtossible to prove the contrary. 
The fact is that Gambetta has committed 
the rashness of proposing a measure merely 
because it ba3 reason in its favor, and 
w ithout waiting to ascertain the disposi­ 
tion of the men upon whose votes he 
must rely for success. 
Just now it is being 
said that the opponents of his scheme will 
not dare to be obstinate, because the results 
of Gambetta’s defeat would be a dissolution 
of the Government, and because there is no 
other man in France prepared to undertake 
the task. 
But it must be remembered that 
legislators are by no means always philoso­ 
phers, and perhaps it might be addod, least 
of all French legislators. 
They are quite 
capab’e of taking the bit between their 
teeth, and overthrowing Gambetta, not only 
without apprehension as to the consequence 
of their action, but in full assurance that 
as good a man, or even a better one, can be 
found to take his place. 
Should the Dep­ 
uties prove more sober-minded, however, 
and should the latest difficulty in regard to 
the jurisdiction of the Congress be satis­ 
factorily adjusted, Gambetta will have 
gained a victory which must certainly 
make him the strongest man in France. 
His situation however is critical, and an 
inopportune exhibition of temper, or a 
shade too much of peremptorinesp, may 
upset all his calculations, and produce a 
state of affairs which will have the appear­ 
ance of confusion and disaster to the out­ 
side world, even though it may really in­ 
volve nothing more serious than a short in­ 
terval of givernmenta! instability.

I t is stated that the Board of State 
Prison Directors have determined to send 
one of their number to the Eastern States, 
to ascertain what forms of labor which will 
not enter into competition with free labor, 
can be introduced to the California Peni­ 
tentiaries. 
The presumption is th at if the 
Board discovers the kind of labor it is 
looking for, it will also find a kind of labor 
tolerably certain to entail pecuniary luss 
upon the State. 
The project referred to 
has no doubt grown out of the oppo­ 
sition of the labor organizations to the 
employment of the convicts in paying 
trades. 
If 
the 
State is to confine 
the labor of the convicts to strictly non­ 
competitive occupations, however, there 
should be no difficulty iu foreseeing that 
this labor cannot contribute much to the 
support of the prisons. 
Xon-competitive 
labor is, generally speaking, labor which is 
wasted upon productions for which no de­ 
mand exists. 
The English system of put­ 
ting convicts to work on the treadmill, 
grinding air, or turning cranks with no 
other object or result than the registration 
of revolutions, would be as profitable as 
this. 
It would be better to attem pt to 
meet the objections of the labor organiza­ 
tions sqnarely, by demonstrating the fal­ 
lacies which underlie them. 
For if it is 
desired to make the prisons self-sustain­ 
ing, it follows th at the labor of the con­ 
victs m ust be employed upon business 
principles. 
They must be put to the pro­ 
duction of goods for which there is a steady 
and profitable sale. 
Now in adopting bus­ 
iness principles it is impossible not to clash 
more or lets with free labor, ner is it a 
satisfactory settlement of the case to affirm 
that the particular trades adopted do not 
compete with any corresponding free in­ 
dustry at the moment, because even if 
they do not they may be regarded as pre­ 
venting the establishment of similar trades 
by freemen. 
The jute manufacture is unquestionably 
open to this form of objection. 
If the 
business of manufacturing jute has any 
profit in it, then it may be said that the 
State has handicapped free labor in that 
industry by establishing convict work­ 
shops. 
And there is no other industry 
which, if adopted by the State, would not 
be liable to the same criticism. 
Either the 
convicts m ust be employed upon work 
which will pay, in which case they as ill 
compete more or less with free labor; or 
they must be employed upon work which 
will not pay, in which case their labor will 
be wasted. 
These, however, are not the 
only considerations involved. 
The sup­ 
port of the prisons is a question of taxa­ 
tion, and the free workingmen aro very 
much mistaken if they imagine that by 
opposing convict competition they can 
relieve 
themselves 
of 
ail 
burden 
in the premises. 
The prisons must be 
supported. 
The convicts must be fed and 
clothed and guarded. 
Now, if they can 
be made to earn their own maintenance, 
tho public will be relieved of just eo much 
taxation as th at represents. 
But if they 
are prevented from earning their own 
maintenance the public (always including 
the workingmen) must put their hands in 
their pockets and pay the bill themselves. 
The workingmen in short muet under­ 
stand that the convicts are an unavoidable 
burden on the community, and that this 
barden cannot be got rid of, no m atter 
what policy is pursued. 
It must be met 
either by competition or by taxation, and 
this íb the only choice left. 
But we have 
not yet stated ail the considerations in­ 
volved. 
A very im portant one is the effect 
upon the convicts of the forms of labor to 
which they are assigned. 
Experience has 
proved th at useless and unproductive labor 
is most demoralizing to those engaged in it, 
The Euglish crank and treadmill have 
broken the spirits of hundreds of prisoners 
who perhaps might have been reclaimed if 
more rational and stimulating employments 
had been chosen for them. 
Nothing de­ 
presses a prisoner more than to feel that 
though he is toiling hard he is really doing 
nothing. 
I t is therefore desirable that the 
convicts should be made to take as much 
interest a3 possible in their occupations, 
and before this can be effected the employ­ 
ments must be made practical and useful. 
The effect of steady, useful work upon the 
convict class has always been good. 
It 
gives them an interest and an object in life, 
and if some small proportion of the money 
proceeds of their labor is given to or laid 
by for them, they are p at in the most 
favorable condition for reclamation. 
Now the reclamation of criminals is a 
subject in which every taxpayer pos­ 
sesses a personal and material interest. 
For if the prisons are so managed that a 
certain percentage of their inmates is re­ 
turned to society cured of criminal habits, 
there will tie a reduction of taxation. But 
if the prison management is such as to 
brutalize and discourage the inmates, they 
will return to their old haunts and prac­ 
tices when they are liberated, and they 
will swell that criminal population which 
already adds so largely to the burden of 
taxation. 
I t is not, therefore, a mere sen­ 
timental notion that the treatm ent of con­ 
victs ought to be enlightened and humane. 
It is a question of dollars and cents, which 
must appeal to the most sordid and selfish 
mind as forcibly as to the philanthropist. 
And we are satisfied further that the ap­ 
prehension evinced on this subject by the 
workingmen has not sufficient foundation. 
The competition to which they would 
or Could be exposed from convict labor 
is 
really 
much 
more 
inconsiderable 
than they 
appear to believe. 
It has 
not 
been 
found 
in 
other 
States 
that any ill results of the kind anticipated 
here have followed the adoption of our 
plan. 
But even if this were not the case ; 
even if the competition threatened to te 
tangible, th at is to say : it would still re­ 
main true th at the considerations which 
favor the em plojm m t of the convicts in 
remunerative industries, very greatly out­ 
weigh all th at can possibly be urged from 
the standpoint of the labor societies. Con­ 
vict labor ought to have no terrors for 
freemen, in fact, for w hether it is compe­ 
titive or not it is the best and most pro­ 
ductive method of managing penitentiaries 
thus far devised, and it affords full com­ 
pensation in several very im portant ways 
for whatever injuries, real or imaginary, 
it inflicts here and there upon free labor. 


SOS1EWEAT AECTIC. 


The Chronicle, remarking upon a state­ 
ment attributed to ex-Senator Sargent, to 
the effect th at it had been retained by II.

This certainly is an exhibition of 
truly Arctic 
assurance. 
Vv'hen 
“ the 
“ Chronicle's antecedents” are brought under 
consideration, however, the

thing the public thinks of is the possibility 
that its motives may not be venal. 
For 
the most part journals of its character have 
sense enough to refrain from boasting of 
their honesty, but when one of them calmly 


refers to “ its antecedents,” as the best 
possible vindication of its course, there re­ 
mains nothing for it but to take it at its 
word. 
The Chronicles antecedents, then, 
are notoriously bad. 
Its course from first 
to last has been venal, profligate, insincere, 
scurrilous, and bsee. 
It has sold itself 
whenever it had an opportunity, and it has 
diligently labored to create opportunities 
when they did not present themselves 
spontaneously. 
To those who know its 
history nothing is so thoroughly in accord 
with its past as the conclusion that it has 
taken money to do dirty w ork; nothing 
would beso utterly foreign to its “ antece­ 
d e n ts ” as its unselfish advocacy’ of a good 
cause. 
This is w hat the people of Califor­ 
nia know concerning the antecedents of the 
Chronicle, aud this is the impression which 
that paper's appeal to those antecedents 
makes upon their minds.

Chinese Im m la ra iio n . 
W ashington, January 231—Willis of 
K -utucsy introduced a bill in the House to­ 
day to regulate and limit Chinese immigra- 
e ration. 
Section one provides that the coming 
into or residence in the United States 
of Chinese laborers shall be unlawful, and 
shah be regulated and limited as hereinafter 
provided. 
Section two provides that Chinese sub­ 
jects, whether 
coming 
to 
the 
U nit d 
States as teachers, students, merchants, or 
for curb sity, together with their body and 
household servants, and laborers resident iu 
the United States on the 17ih of November, 
1880, shall be allowed to go and come cf their 
own free will, and shall be accorded all the 
privileges, immunities and exemptions which 
are accorded to citiz;ns or subjects of the 
more favored nations. 
Section three invests the Secretary of the 
Treasury with authority to carry iuto full 
effect the foregoing provirion?, and direc's 
that officer to prescribe regulations for the 
registration and identification of all persons 
named in section two. Said regulations shall, 
among other things, provide for the oath to 
be administered to immigrants by the Col­ 
lector of Customs or 
others 
personally 
authorized, and the charge for the certificate 
of such registry shall be §5. 
Section four provides that any person mak­ 
ing a fahe statement of facts in the registra­ 
tion of any Chinese shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury. 
Section 5 provides that no master of any 
vessel, owned in whole or iu part by citizens 
of the United States, or by citizens cf any 
foreign country, shall take on board of such 
vessel at any port or place within the Chine-e 
Empire, or any other foreign port or place 
whatever, any number exceeding five Chinese 
laborers, with the intent of btinging them 
into tho United State3. It makes any master 
guilty of a violation of the above provision 
liable to a fine of $500 and imprisonment for 
not exceeding one year for each offense. 
Section 6 prescribes for a list of passengers 
to be made out by every master. 
Section 7 provides that the penalties herein 
provided for shall be held as liens on the 
vessel. 
Section 8 provides that nothing herein con­ 
tained Bball he held to repeal or to modify 
the laws forbidding the importation of coolies 
or females for immoral purposes. 
Section !l declares that this Act shall take 
effect sixty days after its passage, and notice 
thereof snail be given to the Chinese Gov­ 
ernment. 
Ostrich Farm ing. 
Chicago, January 231.—A Washington 
special says: E. E. Baker, U. S. Coneui at 
Buenos Ayres, has made a study of ostrich 
farming, and is so confident that the in­ 
dustry would prove profitable in California, 
Texas and most of the Southern States, that 
he h?s written a chapter on the subject to the 
State Department, which is printed in the 
December number of the consular reports. 
The details of such a unique business as 
bleeding ostriches are most interesting. 
The 
ostrich, like almost every other creature of 
the animal kingdom, thrive best where it ob­ 
tains the richest food. 
So far as climate 
is concerned, the 
bird 
thrives 
tqually 
well 
in 
the 
coast 
districts of 
Ca; e 
Colony, Africa, where 
snow is seldom 
seen, and the lofty table lands of Frazer- 
burg, 000 feet above the level of the 
aea, where the winters are bitterly cold, aud 
snow and ice cover the ground and waters. 
They seem to be as comfortable in the deso­ 
late regions of Southern Patagonia as upon the 
warm, luxuriant pampas of the Argentine 
Republic. The desert appears to be sought 
by the ostrich ODly as a place of refuge 
against the attack cf enemies. 
It is a tough, 
hardy bird, and can exist for a long time 
without succulent food or water. The com­ 
mercial value of an ostrich consists in the 
feathers which it produces. As an article of 
food it is relished by the South American 
Indians, but it would not be a tempting 
morsel 
to 
American?. 
Until 
recently 
the feathers were obtained by killing the 
bird, and its wholesale d-.struction has been 
carried on until the native species in South 
Africa and Arabia has become very rare in 
the former aDd entirely extinct in the latter 
country. The prices for a full-grown bird for 
breeding purposes at Buenos Ayres ranges 
from 81,000 upwards to 81,250 per pair, while 
chickens can be obtained for 830 apiece. The 
female becomes a breeding bird at Uur years 
and the male at five years of age, and they are 
said to attain the age of 50, 75 and even 100 
years before dyiug, unless they meet with 
fatal accidents. One pair of birds will hatch 
from ten to fifteen 
chickens 
four times 
each 
year, thus producing 
from 
forty 
to 
Bixty 
chickens 
every 
year. 
The gross income said ta be derived from 
chickens produced by ona pair of ostriches 
each year is from §2,000 to §3,000. That is, 
the value < f chickens a month old at Cape 
Colony is í-'O apiece, and as soon as feathers 
are produced the value increases uutil breed­ 
ing age is reached, when the bird is worth 
most. The chickens are first plucked at the 
age of ftom six to nine month3, and at every 
interval of the tame time thenctforward. 
The feathers of the chickens are worth only 
about §5 per bird, but 
the succeeding 
p’.uc'aiogs average 
from 840 to- 8150 in 
value. As-uming the plnckings to average 
$75 per bird, there will ba a gross income 
from each cstrich of arout §112 per annum. 
Artificial incubation is found to work well. 
It is estimated that iu Cape Colony there it 
i ivested about 840,000,000 in ostrich farming, 
aud the total value of feathers produced 
yearly is 81,500,000. 
Fourteen years ago the 
value of the feathers exported from the Cape 
was §350.000, taken chiefly from wild birds. 
It is asserted that C,0O0 acres of land will 
maintain 500 ostriches. The land must he 
incl-sed and hundreds of 
separate pens 
bu'lt 
for 
the 
birds 
during 
breeding 
time. 
Much 
of 
the 
value 
of 
the 
birds depends upon good breeding. 
Fine 
pasturase produces infinitely superior and 
more valuable feathers. Each wing produces 
twenty-fiva long feathers, or fifty feathers in 
all. besides blacks, drabs and tails, the 
majority of which, especially in the male 
birds, are fine white. In Cupe Colony a 
single good while feather cannot be obtained 
for less than $5. Ostrichs can he eaeily 
driven after they attain the age cf eighteen 
months, and evince a de.-ire to roam, and be­ 
gin to give the herdsmen trouble when the 
farms are not inclosed. 
When they approach 
the breeding age they are required to be kept 
singly. Tney become more savage, and the 
ntsie bird often attacks man. 
They are sel­ 
dom sick, and more frequently meet death as 
a result of accident incurred while running at 
full speed over the ground, 
With proper 
care, grown Imds can endure a long sea voy­ 
age. Tue 03trich farmers on rivrr Plata see 
no reason why the business car,not be success- 
fu ly prosecuted ia the United States, 
lo tte d Slates Senate.

T he Mormon P rob lem . 
C h icag o , January 23j.—A Washington 
special says : A Republican member of the 
Election Committee says that he thinks the 
committee must report in Cannon’s favor, as 
the previous Congress had investigated the 
matter and declared that he was naturalized. 
His polygamy does not legally disqualify him 
from membership. 
There is an aggressive anti-Mormon senti­ 
ment here, Fays the Tribune's Washington 
special, which becomes manifest in bills, reso­ 
lutions, petitions, memorials and small talk. 
The Moimon spies and money are believed 
to be at work among the Congressmen to dis­ 
cover and werk an their weak points. 
The Inter Ocean’s Washington tpecialsays; 
Many people from Utah are here working up 
the movement to secure a new form of gov­ 
ernment for the Territory. They do not de­ 
sire a Territorial form of government, r - r do 
they want either of the Utah bills now before 
Congress to becomo a law.

They urce the appoint­ 
ment by the President of a Board of Com- 
mifsioners, consisting of eight or ten mem­ 
bers. who shall take tho place of the Governor 
and the Legislature.

which he declared would be tolerated in no 
other land under the sun. The only remedy 
was the utter and complete extirpation of 
the institution. No compromise should be 
offered. 
John Wentworth, of Chicago, mads a 
speech, whose central point was toe enforce­ 
ment of the law and the danger of trifling 
with Mormonism, which is lawh-ssness itself. 
Dr. Herrick Johnson followed with a com­ 
parison between Mormonism and Moham­ 
medanism, to the great advantage of the 
latter as a religious acd social creed.

Jlross 
concluded the speech 
making. 
D ispatches were received from a large num ­ 
ber of cities, where meetings were held to ­ 
night, and the following was Bent in reply : 
The citizens of Chicago, in mass meeting assem­ 
bled, congratulate their fellow-countrymen on lite 
interest which is being aroused throughout the 
country, and respectfully urge you to appoint a 
committee and continue the work until every State 
is thoroughly- aroused and the iuiqu.ty of polvgamy 
is blotted out. 
The following resolutions were adopted : 
WnSKBAS, Polygamous Mormonism is steadily on 
the increase in this country, menacing the national 
safety and outraging the moral sense oí the people ; 
and whereas, the present laws, bv the confes­ 
sion 
of 
Justice 
Woods, 
of 
the 
United 
States 
2upreme 
Court, 
are 
inadequate 
to check the growth of this evil, and further legis­ 
lation to this end on the part of Congress is impera­ 
tively required ; therefore be it 
Itexolcctl, by the citizens of Chicago, in mass meet­ 
ing assembled, That the time has come when 
polygamy, which haBalw-ays been branded by all civ­ 
ilized nations as a crime, which fetters its subjects 
in the most degrading bondage, should be promptly 
suppressed by the stern liana of the law. Second, 
that as it rests with Congress to take such measures 
as shall extirpate this foul evil from the Ter­ 
ritories of the Republic, and enact laws that 
cau neither be nutlifl d nor resisted, we call upo t 
that honorable body to act without further delay in 
the premises, and provide what the enlightened 
sentimeut of the country* to day demands. Third, 
that the arrogant and defying spirit of the uphold­ 
ers of polygamy admonish us to lose no time in 
enforcing the same laws In Utah which bind the 
citizens of every State in the Un on. Fourth, that

Fifth, 
that as American citizens we protest against any 
further i clay in dealing with an organized sytern of 
iniquity, which, through its aggressive seal, is 
planting colonies of its adherents in Wyoming, Mon­ 
tana, Idaho and Oregon, and is boldly striving for 
political ascendency in these Territories. .Sixth, 
that while we claim for the States of this Union the 
largest latitude in the regulation of their domestic 
concerns, including the relation of husband and 
wife and all religious subjects, and would resent 
any interference by the General Government in 
any such matters within a State in this Union, we 
believe that the control of all such subjects within 
the Territories legitimately belongs to the Congress 
of the United States, and such Congress possesses 
ample power to regulate them in the interest of the 
nation at large. Seventh, that an executivo com­ 
mittee of six be appointed by the Chair to continue 
to promote the objects of this meeting. 
These resolutions are about the same as 
those in all other meetings in the country.

Pi Tier had no right to state wbat the news­ 
papers said or what they did not say, and he 
derired the exception duly noted. 
Colonel Corkhill insisted liiat counsel had 
not the right to ol jeot. The prisoner had 
been allowed to state what he had received in 
the way of letters. He had been permitted 
to read them, to read extracts from papers, 
and to make all sorts of statements as to 
what the Americau people and press were 
saying of him. Judge Porter was simply con 
tradiotiug the statements. 
•i ndge Cox intimated that the prisoner was 
not allowed to do as charged, but could not 
be restrained from doing it. 
Scoville—Well, can’t Judge Porter be re­ 
strained ? 
The Judge ruled that the speaker might 
contradict assertions of the kind mude by the 
prisoner. 
Judge Porter then read from the printed 
evidence "several of the more noted examples 
of this effort on the part of the prisoner to 
deceive the jury, after which he desired to be 
excused from further speaking for the day, 
and the Court adjourned until to-morrow, 
THK LAW REGARDING SENTENCE AND EXECU­ 
TION. 
W ashington, January 23d.—If the jury in 
the Gniteau case should bring in a verdict of 
guilty at anytime before Monday next, at 
which time the next term of the Criminal 
Court will begin, counsel for the prisoner will 
be entitled to file their bill of exceptions at 
any time dnringthe continuance of the forth­ 
- oming term, and the Court will be compelled 
to grant a hearing upon the exceptions at 
once. If the exceptions are overruled, Judie 
Cox car, under the law, at once pass sec- 
tcnce, and within thirty days thereafter 
the sentence can be executed. 
The law 
provides that a prisoner shall be entitled to 
one intervening torm between conviction and 
sentence. 
If counsel for Guiteau should fail 
to tile their bill of exceptions before the ter­ 
mination of the next term (the one begiunii g 
• n Monday next), then Judge Cox can, within 
ten days after termination of said term, pro- 
nouuce 
sentence. 
The ouiy contingency 
which would, in case of couvic’.ion, postpone 
the execution of the sentence until Septem­ 
ber, would be a failure of the jury to convict 
before Monday next; providing, of course, 
that Judge Cox is disposed bo to sentence the 
prisoner as to grant h::n the minimum grace 
allowed by law. 
As was said by an eminent 
lawyer this afternoon, in discussing this ques­ 
tion : “ There are eeveral matters to be con­ 
sidered in determining the ultimate result, 
and as the prisoner is not yet convicted, it 
will he for some time n matter of uncertainty 
how long, under the law, and the possible ex­ 
ercise of discretionary clemency on the part 
of Judge Cox, the prisoner may be, allowtd 
to live.”

The slickens case—The People of the State 
of California vs. The Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company—was resumed at 9:30 A. M. 
in Department Two of the Superior Csurt, 
Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
Urias Hulburd, sworn (direct examination 
by Attorney-General H art)—I reside in the 
western portion of Hamilton township, Butte 
county. I know Lewis Posey; he resides in 
the same township. 
I harvested the crop that 
was raised c-n bis slickens land. One tract 
raised twenty bushels, one twenty-five bush­ 
els, and one laised twenty-six and a quarter 
bushels to the acre. I t had been covered 
with debris a great many years ago. It was 
old slickens soil. Mr. Keppel has produced 
on his Blickens land very poor crops. He has 
harvested grain on that land that would not 
thrash three bushels to the acre. The Blick­ 
ens on the land in that section came from the 
Cherokee mines. The fertility of the soil is 
destroyed by being covered with slickens. 
The crops of 1875 in eeveral places were de­ 
stroyed by slickens deposit. Warren Green 
ran the debris water over his place, and after 
plowing the 
productiveness of the 
soil 
was found to be entirely destroyed. 
I 
have 
never 
known 
any 
one 
to use 
slickens as a fertilizer, but have known 
them to use it to fill up hog wallows 
and low places. Mr. Posey’s land had never 
been cultivated prior to its being covered 
with slickens. Warren Green's land pro­ 
duced much larger crops prior to its being 
covered with slickens than since. 
The canal 
empties into the tule. The waters from the 
Cherokee canal get into Bntte Slough seve­ 
ral milts below the terminus of the canal. 
Tbe waters from the canal Bpread through the 
tules and into Butte creek. 
Dry creek is en­ 
tirely obliterated, filled with debris from the 
canal. The c- uutry is covered to a width of 
from one-half to one and a half miles, and 
to a very great depth. This tilling is mostly 
debris that flowed through this Cherokee ca­ 
nal. 
I have followed the waters of this canal 
from its mouth eight miles to a [>oint where 
it is lost in the tules. It has filled up and 
destroyed Butte creek for a long distance. 
The water at the mouth of the canal is very 
muddy, and still remains muddy in character 
as far as I tollowed it. The debris from those 
mines is principally pipa-clay and sand. I 
find sand as low down as French crossing, a 
distance of about a mile and a half below the 
mouth of the canal. Pipe clay is carried in 
large quantities into the tules eight miles be­ 
low. 
Cross-examination (by W. C. Belcher)—1 
jive about five miles south of the town of 
Biggs, and about fourteen miles west of the 
Feather river. 
I have been engaged in farm­ 
ing in that section since 1870. Prior to that 
for five years I resided in Sutter county, op­ 
posite Marysville. 
I have examined the 
canal from its terminus to the railroad. I 
live iu township 17 north, of range 1 east, and 
the end of the canal is in township 18 north, 
range 1 east. Was at French croieing as 
early as 1859. There are large stretches on 
Butte creek that have strong currents, apd 
others where it barely moves over. 
I meas­ 
ured the speed of water in these slow places, 
where it goes over high stretches, and it ran 
from one and three quarters to two miles per 
hour. 
In the Keyes case I testified about 
Posey’s 
crop 
that 
was 
harvested 
in 
1877. 
I 
harvested 
much 
land 
by 
Posey’s farm ; I think 1,100 acres in all. 
The land had been sold by him. 
I knew 
then what I had harvested, and had every 
reason to know 
that 
it produced 22J 
bushels to the acre. I am sure it ranged 
from 20 to 28 bushels. 
Know 20 was the 
highest amount. Can’t say if that year I 
harvested for Posey over 400 acres in one 
piece—that Í3 bis land, but not for him di­ 
rectly ; the crop ftll into other hands. Don’t 
know if Keppel got leave to flow water from 
the Spring Valley canal over his lands. 
Knew that Green's land has been flooded by­ 
Butte creek. In 1879 we had a heavy flood 
there, and Green’s land was overflowed 
The water was 
over all 
the country, 
Bave 
about 
three 
rods of 
this land, 
near 
where 
the 
house 
now 
stands. 
We had a flood in the winter of 1880-1, and 
Green’s land was ovei flowed, but can’t say 
for how long, but not beyond three weeks. I 
do know two weeks of flooding would not 
entirely destroy it, if the water was running 
water, as it was there. Except knolis here 
and there, Keppel’* and Green’s lands were 
adobe ten years ago, ami after floods there 
would be little lakes on them. Duu’t think 
the lakes would cover a quarter of the land. 
Kntw Dry creek from the railroad bridge 
down .sio.ee 1870. Below B :gg*' it ;vas a 
crooked stream, doubling or tr. tiling its 
length. It bad banks in many places thiee feet 
deep, an average depth of two feet, and in 
width varying from twenty to sixty and 
eighty feet, and with little sand in the hot- 
t in. 
Dry creek couldu’t carry its Hood wa­ 
ters, but would overflow from a half mile to a 
mile on each side, I would judge. Rogers’ is 
north and west of Biggs’. He has varied 
good crops. His success was indifferent when 
the slum first came. The last crop he raised 
tnere was a very fine crop. 
There are two 
Dry creeks, and one Dry creek is not yet de­ 
stroyed—it flows 
toward the 
Hamilton 
bend through the 
plains to the south 
and 
east "f what we term Old Dry 
creek. 
At Km-h.k’s place there is but 
one Dry creek. 
Kusick’s land has never 
raised a good crop so far as I know, and I 
know it during all the time of its cultivation. 
I know this just as a man knows of the con­ 
cerns of his ne ighbor. I live right there. 
(lie-direct)—Before 1872 a bushel or two of 
saud here and there could be found in Dry 
creek. 
In 1872 it came in large quantities. 
It came down iu the slum water from the 
Cherokee mine. The stream opposite my 
placa was half destroyed. We had no fill till 
1870. The channel is for miles all filled with 
eefiiment and sand, all done since 1870. 
Recross-examinaticn—Cottonwood creek is 
an atHuent of Dry creek, and runs through 
an open porous soil and through land consid­ 
erably cultivated, aud cultivated some as far 
back as fifteen years ago. 
E. Comstock sworn—Lived on the Sacra­ 
mento river between here and Fremont for 
twenty-nine years. Know Cache creek well, 
and for years knew about stxk-raising on its 
banks, and fanning also, and their extent. 
Stock raising has been very extended there, 
very largely, and in early days it was almost 
excln.-ively Btock raising in that valley. 
Later sleep raising came on. and now great 
bands of sheep are on the creek. This sheep 
herding has had the effect to harden what 
before was miry ground. This is true also 
of cattle raising. Farming has btea extensive 
also for ten years. The bed of the stream is 
now, as when 1 kuew it thirty years ago, 
clear, giavelly bed. and the water is clear, ex­ 
cept in late years in freshets it is c.dored 
Some since they have farmed those bald hills 
up the creek, and there has been some wash ; 
but little of it comes into Cache creek ; it 
drains another way. Have driven cattle over 
and through the Sierras. I wintered on the 
divide two winters between Yankee Jim ’s and 
Todd’s valley. The soil was red like, and in 
the little valleys was miry. Cattle and sheep 
running over the mountains have packed the 
soil harder than it was in the eariy days and 
the wash has been less a? a result. 
Know 
the Etkhorn ranch and Fremont. 
Be­ 
fore 1868 the river between was leveed pretty 
generally, bat since they have not been k< pt 
up, except near Fremont. In ten mites be­ 
tween Elkhorn and Fremont not half the dis­ 
tance h»s been lsveed for ten years 
Crois-examination—Since 180S the leveeing 
in that ten miles has only been in spots. \V it- 
ness described lands on Cache creek and in Ca- 
psy valley, and the ccurse and character of the 
stream. 
At the mouth of the creek several 
hundred aerea of laud have been covered w th 
deposit. There are other large deposit» on 
lands there, bnt it was all there before 1850. 
It is grown up in willows aDd berry-bushes, 
and is about a mile wide. All that came since 
1852 went farther down into the lu'.e. where 
it has filled up from two to three feet deep. 
Where Moore’s ditch is taken out of Cache 
creek, th ■ creek is half a mile wide, has scarce­ 
ly no banks, and runs over or through sand­ 
bars, and shifts itself here and there from 
side to side. 
In 1850-52 in scarcely any of 
these valleys coaid you rids a horse in the 
wet season, as the soil was miry. 
The tun­ 
ning af stock on the land in spring packs the 
grouLd, so it ceases to be miry, and is made 
harder. 
Never saw many arrimáis in tbe 
mountains near Yankee Jim's in 1850-52 oat- 
side of those packing and used in making 
roads. 
Have seen cattle mire and die right 
on tbe top of tbe bald bills in an eariy day, 
but now they are packed hard. 
W. B. Treadwell, sworn. 
Am an attorney. 
Have beta a civil engineer and surveyor. 
Have lived at Woodland eleven yean. Know 
Cache creek. Most of the year its waters 
are clear. The fiist floods bring down some 
sediment. I t is never as muddy as tbe water 
in the Sacramento river. Some debris is 
brought down every year by the creek, but 
not much in the last ten or eleven years. The 
amount of debris a t the mouth has not ma­ 
terially increased in ten years. That deposit 
is grown up in alder, cottonwood, willows, 
etc. Its length is three mile* and average 
width about half a mile, with about aOO acres 
in the thicket, and then it spreads out 
gradually beyond. From where the stream 
w T w ¿h k it. bank. there has bren no 
p*rc«pt&b chaoftt in tbe a t m a * I e*. 


wh re it leaves the gorge at the head of 
Cipay valley. The soil in tbe mountains 
where the stream II -ws is at the headwaters 
eandstone aud shale almost exclusively. 
Vast flicks of sheep aud goats run on the 
headwaters of the North Fork. 
On the 
divide between Copay valley and the Sacra­ 
mento Viliey lha soil is poor and gullies out 
easily. 
Lind that sheep are grazid on there 
in two or three years is smooth and packed 
hard. The soil on these bare hills cracks, if 
left alone, fmm gullies and wash out with the 
r»ins, but wh«n cultivated the moisture is 
taken up more evenly and gul'ies very rarely 
form. The mountains ia which Patah creek 
risas are more < f volcanic oriain. There has 
been much cultivation i f the soil—has been 
large on that stream. Tbe water baa the^same 
character as that of Cache creek, but it has 
brought down more material than Cache 
creek. 
Have seen in tbe gorge of Cache 
creek rocks of 20 ton» roil down it, bnt it has 
a fall there of about 30 feet to the mile. 
Cross-examination—The deposit from Pa­ 
tah creek is fioer than that of Cache creek. 
Saw a bowlder, water worn, 25 to 30 tons, 
moved three-quarters of a mile by Cache 
creek curreut, in one winter. [Witness at 
much length desci ¡bed the size of tbe &tone. 
the correction of Putah creek by leveling, 
ami lha change*in the stream in consequence, 
etc.] Know Burns’ tract of land and don’t 
think 15 acres has washed off. 
Five or six 
acres dropped off into tbe creek. 
Know of 
few instances like that. Knew of a few slides, 
but none like that of Burns’. 
Recess. 


Afternoon Session. 
[WiMe.-» Treadwell continued on cross, 
examiuation, at the conclusion of which Geo 
F. Allardt was recalled for farther cross­ 
examination.] 
His estimate included tbe 
mines on $ 1 ite creek. Big Canyon creek on 
the Yuba, from the point where mining be­ 
gins, Norristown, is about fifteen miles. Did 
not examine it except to crow it. 
Some of 
the Eureka tailings go into Canyon creek. 
[Witness in detail, in response to questions by 
W. O. Belcher, described the creeks he saw 
in his examination of the mioing sections of 
Yuba river.] He measured uodeposits in any 
creeks. One hundred and seventy-six million 
cubi: yards has been taken out of the Yuba 
river mines, and fourteen per cent, of it yet 
remains at the dumps. Know Penn valley. 
Didn’t know how much material is in it. 
Examined Deer creek from Nevada City up 
to the mines. 
Know Big Ravine ; don’t 
know the amount of its fill. Tbe estimate 
he made 
of displacement 
included 
the 
Smartsville mines in part. Did not measure 
the ravines, nor go below the zero mark 
sttown 
on 
the map, and 
by that he 
did not mean to be understood as saying 
that all the 86 per cent has gone below, i. e., 
info the valley. 
From Smartsville to Marys­ 
ville is twenty mile», the elevation being 
about 270 feet. Have seen cases where a 
river bed in places will, as you go down, rise, 
as where there ia a pond. Witness was ex­ 
amined as to his knowledge of certain creeks 
on which are mines, concerning the tailingB. 
of which he made estimates ; and concerning 
deposits therein at various points, and also 
concerning the various deposits on the Yuba, 
during which tiuie witness made frequent 
reference to his maps arid drawings. On the 
north fork of the American, near Alta, he 
found a slope very steep, and yet on which 
pine leaves lay and trees grew. .Such slopes 
are not uucommon. Had not said that there 
was 
no 
wash 
from mountain 
roads, 
but 
did 
say 
they were 
in 
good 
condition, and that he saw but little inaiea- 
tiors of wash, and he had lookeJ into that 
matter with considerable care 
Frost is a 
powerful agent in the disintegration of soil 
and rock. On the American and Yuba ob­ 
served the country well, and saw but two or 
three places where there had been land slides. 
Looked for evidences of them. 
Witness was 
examined at length concerning his profile 
made from Urea’s table of the North Fork of 
tie Aroetictn river, from Pickering’s Bar lo 
Rict’s Bridge. This is the profile which 
shows ascending grades in tbe bed of tbe 
river in its descent. 
Witness said, on being 
questioned c mcerniogUhe matter, that these 
»»certs in the bed-rock did not imply that 
Mr. Uren’s table was absurd. Such ascents 
might show pools or holes in the bed 
The witness was examined at length on math­ 
ematical calculations to test his estimates and 
the rules on which he had relied in working 
out Uren’s table into a profile, and coeffi­ 
cient*. square roo', cube root, per cent., cal­ 
culations of velocity of waler, averages, 
grades, hydraulic formula, standard tables, 
etc., etc., pbyed parts bo technical and in­ 
tricate as to be incapable of reproduction 
with satisfaction to the general reader. 
The 
Court here permitted w. ness to describe the 
banka of the old excavation, prior to the 
deep washings in the mine of the defendant, 
by reference to the large photographs hereto­ 
fore referred to. Witness thereupon took 
certain of the photographs and said the first 
(No. 4) view showed the natural soil up for 
410 feet from the bed-rock, and shows first, 6 
feet of red soil; gravel, 13 ; blue-gray sand, 
11 feet, etc., etc.; gravel 12 ; sand, 16 feet; 
gravel, 21 feet.. In like order witness took up 
photographs 8 ar.d 10. The tables and draw­ 
ings referred to by witness showed tiieie de 
posits in the batik by views on plates 1 to Iff:

He said the appearance is uniform on these 
hanks, and always overlaid with red soil.

In two cases he found blue gravel. The 
p’ctures were taken by John A. Todd, a 
regular photographer at Sacramento. There 
are ten views. Nos. 2 and 3 are omitted, 
under tbe ruling of the Court. Defendant’s 
c junsel heve said if any of the photographs 
went in, they preferred they should all go in, 
aud the Court thereupon admitted them all. 
Witness said photograph 2 represented the 
bank in the northwest side of the deep pit 
looking northwesterly. No. 3 represents the 
heaviest materials in the pit. 
Prosecution here introduced two immense 
cobbles, cue weighing 26 pounds, and offered 
to prove by witness that they were taken 
from the American river at its bed near the

Witness was cross-examined as to the cor­ 
rectness of tbe pictures. 
J. A. Todd, photographer, wan sworn, and 
identified the pictures as taken by him. and 
described also the character of the deposits in 
the stra:a of the banks and pillars. Witness 
was closely cross-examined by Mr. Catlin as 
to the accuracy of the photographp, and as to 
the distances represented. Prosecution here 
offered severs! official reports on hydraulic 
mining, condition of the rivers, etc. ; also, 
Dr. Chipmin’s report; also, a diagram re­ 
ferred to by witness Allardt in identifying 
the photographs.

Offer was 
here made to show what material is in those 
creeks, but the Court held that under witness 
Allardt’* statements it had been settled that 
the amount of material in the ^ravines was 
not taken into account in estimating the 
amount that came down the river, therefore 
it was not shown that 86 per cent, had come 
down the river, as it was proven 14 per cent, 
remains at the dumps.
